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Unite hits out 
over plans to 
axe 200jobs

TWO hundred posts will be 
axed at Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital over the course of 
the next year, we can 
reveal. 

Fifty staff will lose their 
current jobs and will either 
be redeployed elsewhere 
within the hospital or be 
made redundant. 

The other 150 roles will be 
cut through retirements 
and reductions in the use of 
agencies. 

The L&D, which has 3,200 
staff and has to find £16 
million in savings for 
2011/12, said any changes 
are ‘subject to full consulta¬ 
tion with staff and unions’. 

Union Unite’s regional 
secretary, Steve Hart, said 
the cuts would have a ‘dev¬ 
astating effect’ on the NHS. 

He said: “The NHS was 
founded in 1948 on the 
principle that taxation 
would provide top quality 
healthcare for everyone, 
free at the point of delivery 


“So why then is the coali¬ 
tion embarking on a major 
NHS restructuring, cobbled 
together in just six weeks, 
which has been kept a 
secret to most of us and will 
destroy the NHS and the 
advances it has made for 
our country? 

“Unite, with 100,000 
members working in the 
health service, is terrified 
that Britain is ‘sleep walk¬ 
ing’ towards a big business 
takeover of our NHS. 

“Competition will replace 
cooperation as the business 
ethics and profits become 
the driving force as big 


healthcare companies take 
over. 

“The cost of making such 
huge changes to the NHS is 
not cheap. At least £3 bil¬ 
lion is being thrown at this 
by the government at a 
time when the country is 
strapped for cash and £20 
billion of ‘efficiency sav¬ 
ings’ - cuts to you and I - is 
being squeezed from the 
NHS in the next three years. 

“Unite yesterday 

launched its ‘New Year’s 
resolution’ campaign to 
save the NHS and urge the 
government to rethink 
these drastic plans. 


“We will also be calling on 
constituents to speak to 
their MPs and lobby 
Parliament to save the NHS 
in 2011.” 

L&D chief executive 
Pauline Philip said: “During 
the next year overall staff 
posts will be reduced by a 
total of 200. 

“The majority of these 
reductions, some 150 posts, 
will be achieved through 
natural wastage, such as 
retirement and by reducing 
the use of agencies. 

“However, the Trust Board 
has identified that the 
remaining 50 posts will 
involve redeployment or 
potentially redundancy 
although that is very much 
the last resort at the L&D. 

“We cannot afford to lose 
the commitment, skill, 
expertise and experience of 
our existing workforce who 
are the key to a successful 
future for the L&D. 

“Indeed staff members 
have already come up with 
some great ideas about how 
we can work smarter and 
make more productive use 
of our resources.” 



Campaign calls for funds 
to keep LuDun running 


A UNION is calling on two councils to save a disabled workshop 
which faces the axe in cost-cutting measures. 

LuDun, on Liscombe Road, Dunstable, has 24 staff with a range of 
disabilities but is set for the chop by Central Bedfordshire Council. 

The service is managed by the council on behalf of a group of 
trustees and, in November, a recommendation was made to shut it 
down in April. A final decision on its fate will be made next month. 

This week, GMB union senior organiser, Warren Kenny said: “GMB 
is ready, willing and able to bring the 24 LuDun staff to any council 
office to hear personally when the money will be made available to 
save LuDun.”

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Cops urge people 
to "tell’ if woman, 
59, breaks ASBO 

POLICE have appealed to members of the 
public to ‘tell on’ a 59-year-old woman if 
they see her breaching her ASBO. 

Officers want people to ‘grass up’ Sally 
Ann Rhodes, of St Mary’s Court, Dunstable, 
if they catch her breaking the terms of the 
two year order imposed by Luton 
Magistrates’ Court. 

The court head how, for 12 months, she 
regularly played loud music at unsociable 
hours, dragged furniture across the floor of 
her flat and deliberately left noisy 
household appliances running through the 
night. 

When challenged, she became abusive 
and behaved in a threatening and 
intimidating manner to other residents of 
St Mary’s Court Drive. 

She verbally abused her neighbours in 
the communal areas of St Mary’s Court and 
posted excrement through letter boxes. 

The ASBO means Rhodes is prohibited 
from: 

■ Indirectly or directly contacting three 
named St Mary’s Court residents 

■ Using or encouraging others to use 
threatening abusive, foul or insulting words 
in any place to which the public have access 

■ Using or encouraging others to use 
threatening or intimidating behaviour in a 
public place or in areas to which the public 
have access 

■ From within your property, causing or 
encouraging others to cause unreasonable 
noise to be produced that can be heard 
from outside the property between 
10pm-7am 

■ Touching property that belongs to any 
other person, without their permission 

■ Putting items through open windows 
other than her own 

After the case on December 20, PC 
Edward Mitchell said he hoped the order 
would help Rhodes change her behaviour.

Fighting for factory 
to be spared chop

TWENTY-FOUR disabled staff 
should be shown mercy and 
have their jobs saved. 

That is according to the GMB 
union, which is campaigning for 
LuDun, in Liscombe Road, 
Dunstable, to be spared the axe 
by Central Bedfordshire Council. 

The factory opened in 1956 and 
exclusively employs people with 
physical, sensory and learning 
disabilities, providing services 
including picture framing. 

Central Beds Council said the 
workers will have their views 
taken into account when a final 
decision on the fate of the work¬ 
shop is made on February 8. 

But Warren Kenny, GMB Senior 
Organiser, said: “The council’s 
own estimate is that a mere 



£300,000 would be saved from 
closing the LuDun operation (in 
2011 / 12 ). 

“Surely there will be little argu¬ 
ment from any part of either 
Luton Borough Council or 
Central Beds about the benefit of 
using a tiny proportion of their 
reserves to save this wonderful 
project that gives so much for so 
little to disabled workers. 

“We are supporting the staff 
and families of LuDun and say¬ 


ing to the council: ‘Use the 
reserves to save Ludun’.” 

The staff are all employed 
directly by Central Beds and sup¬ 
ported through the Supported 
Placement Scheme. 

A Luton Borough Council 
spokesman said: “LuDun is man¬ 
aged by Central Beds on behalf of 
a group of Trustees. 

“As consultation with those 
affected by the closure is under¬ 
way and a final decision by 
Central Beds regarding the future 
of LuDun will not be made until 
February, it would be inappropri¬ 
ate to make any further com¬ 
ments at this stage.” 

Trust chairman Cllr Peter 
Hollick said: “We remain 
absolutely committed to working 
alongside the council to ensure 
further employment opportuni¬ 
ties and will be committing 
Trustees’ money towards training 
and other necessary support.” 
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Hundreds of staff injured while at work 


NEARLY 150 people were seriously injured 
in workplace accidents last year, it was 
revealed this week. 

In Luton, 64 workers suffered serious 
injuries during 2009/10, while in Central 
Bedfordshire’s area the corresponding 
figure was 85. 

A further 572 staff had to take off at 
least three consecutive days of work to 
recover from their injuries, which breaks 
down to 317 in Luton and 255 in Central 
Beds. 

The Luton figures were down on those 
from 2008/09, when there were 76 
serious injuries and 338 which required 
more than three days of recuperation. 

There were no Central Beds figures for 
2008/09 as the council, and therefore the 
geographical area which it covers, did not 
exist until April 2009. 

In the area covered by the now-defunct 
South Bedfordshire District Council there 


were 40 staff seriously injured during 
2008/09, with a further 172 needing 
three days off to recover. 

No one in Bedfordshire was fatally 
injured at work. 

Employers are being urged to ‘start the 
New Year as they mean to go on’ by 
regulator the Health and Safety Executive 
[HSE], despite the total number of work- 
related fatalities across Britain being at 
a record low. 

Heather Bryant, the HSE’s director for 
the East of England, said: “Employers have 
a legal duty to protect their workers and 
I would encourage them to make it their 
New Year’s resolution to take sensible 
precautions to prevent injuries in the 
workplace. 

“Employers cannot get complacent; they 
must stay vigilant and learn the lessons 
from the past to ensure they protect their 
workers in the future.”

A SELFLESS councillor has been awarded 
an MBE for creating a homeless young¬ 
sters’ charity which originally began in 
her kitchen. 

Cllr Desline Stewart first started taking in 
young people who had run away from 
home at her three-bedroom house in 
Needham Road, Luton, in 1985. 

She formed Mary Seacole Housing 
Association Ltd, and would hold meetings 
in her kitchen and sitting room. 

When the numbers got too big, she was 
given government money to buy new 
premises, the first of which was in 
Brantwood Road, where the company is 
now based. 

Over the years it has expanded to six 
properties which house 51 homeless 
youngsters in Luton, and Cllr Stewart’s 
efforts have been recognised in the 
Queen’s New Year’s Honours List this 
week. 

The Labour councillor (pictured) who 


has represented Luton Borough Council’s 
Leagrave ward since 1983, told Luton on 
Sunday: “I’m very honoured to achieve 
this MBE. It started in my kitchen in 1986. 

“Young people were coming to me, run¬ 
ning away from their parents. 

“I was able to make them a cup of tea 
and calm them down. 

“They’d stay in my house for a while until 
I found there were too many coming in. I 
couldn’t manage. They were in the sitting 
room, everywhere. 

“So I complained to the Government 
which gave me an Urban Aid grant to buy 
a property in Brantwood Road, and it’s 
grown and grown from there.” 

Cllr Stewart named the charity after 
Mary Seacole, whom she considers to be 
the ‘Florence Nightingale of her native 
Jamaica’ in the nineteenth century. 

She added: “I’m very proud to have 60 
people who work for the charity and they 
all love their work.”

Witnesses sought to 
lunchtime stabbing 

A STAB victim was knifed in the neck and 
stomach outside his house on Monday by a 
man he knew. 

The 26-year-old father was putting 
screenwash in his car in Brooms Road, 
Luton, when a man struck up a conversation 
with him at about 12.30pm. 

A few seconds later a second man appeared 
armed with a knife and stabbed him. 

They both ran off and the victim ran down 
the road and round the corner into a shop in 
Hart Lane to raise help. After hospital 
treatment he went home the same day. 

Detectives from Luton investigating the 
case would like to hear from anyone who 
saw what happened. 

Detective Constable Duncan Crighton said: 
“The victim and the man who stabbed him 
know each other, but as yet there is no clear 
motive for the attack. 

“We are currently searching for this man, 
but in the meantime, we are very keen to 
hear from any independent witnesses who 
were in the Brooms Road area at the time of 
the offence or anyone with other 
information that could help with the 
investigation.” 

The attackers were two Asian men in their 
early twenties.

No festive reprieve for 999 paramedics 


MORE than 100 calls were 
made to the ambulance 
service from Luton on 
Christmas Day - by far the 
highest in the region. 

Across Bedfordshire and 
Hertfordshire the service 
was called out to 475 
different incidents in the 24- 
hour period, 104 of which 
were in Luton. 

Nearby Bedford had the 
second highest number of 
calls in the two counties with 
62, with Welwyn Garden City 
20 . 

Ambulance service 
spokesman Gary Sanderson 


said: “On past experience, 
Christmas Day can be a very 
quiet or exceptionally busy 
day for our crews, and this 
year was no different and 
our staff were kept busy 
throughout the 24 hour 
period. 

“The calls we attended 
ranged from heart attacks, 
falls, breathing problems, 
road collisions, strokes, 
chest pains, 

unconsciousness and back 
pains. 

“Sadly there were a few 
calls relating to alcohol 
which ended up in assaults. 
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“Unfortunately we did 
attend emergency calls to 
people who didn’t really 
require a ‘blue light 
ambulance’, for instance a 
man who wanted us to 
check his electricity supply, 
which is clearly not a 999 
call. 


“We are asking the public 
to please call 999 if someone 
is having a heart attack, 
having a stroke or if they are 
unconscious. If you have a 
sore throat or a sprained 
ankle, please seek an 
alternative advice, like NHS 
Direct or your GP.”

A TOURIST centre could be 
closed as part of austerity meas¬ 
ures. 

Luton Borough Council is con¬ 
sidering shutting Luton Visitors 
Information Centre, based in the 
town centre library, to save 
money. 

This month decisions will be 
made on a number of cost-cutting 
options, including the potential 
loss of 500 council jobs. 

The centre provides tourists and 
people in the town with informa¬ 
tion about attractions in the area 
and offers train, bus and theatre 
tickets. 

One woman, who uses the cen¬ 
tre a lot and who we agreed not to 
name, said: “I can’t believe they 
want to close the visitor centre. 
When people come to the town 
they go there to get train and bus 
tickets. 

“What about all the people who 
work there? I heard it was going to 
close by the end of March. 

“And if they want Luton to 
become a city then they will need 
a tourist centre. It seems like a 
really bad idea. 

“I can’t believe that’s the one 


thing they want to shut down.” A 
Town Hall spokeswoman said: 
“This month the Executive will be 
considering a number of possible 
cost saving options for the future 


as part of the budget saving exer¬ 
cise for the council as a whole.

JANUARY 

IT was reported how a screaming 
mob of Muslim extremists who 
shouted abuse at a soldiers’ home¬ 
coming parade through Luton 
were caught on film. 

The fanatics branded the 2nd 
Battalion of the Royal Anglian 
Regiment ‘murderers’, ‘rapists’, 
‘terrorists and ‘baby killers’ as they 
marched in the town centre. 

MEDICAL experts discussed 
whether a terminally ill cancer 
patient should receive 
life-extending drug treatment 
24 hours before doctors said he 
had days to live. 

The family of bowel cancer victim 
Alan Sharp, of Houghton Regis, 
who died at the age of 62, had first 
applied for funding in August 2009. 

A 16-YEAR-OLD girl became an 
outcast from her devout Catholic 
family who branded her a ‘murderer’ 


after a Luton & Dunstable Hospital 
nurse allegedly broke medical 
confidentiality and told them about 
her secret abortion. 

The teenager, from Luton, was two 
months pregnant when she under¬ 
went the termination at a clinic on 
fanuary 4. 

FEBRUARY 

BABY factory Theresa Winters 
(pictured top, right) said she had a 
contraceptive implant fitted ‘to 
stop me getting pregnant’ a week 
after a court judge took away her 
14th child. 

In her first newspaper interview 
in six months, Ms Winters, from 
Luton, said she was determined to 
try to stop having children. 

WE revealed how hospital patients 
were forced to use toilet cubicles 
littered with faeces-filled bedpans 
which were left uncollected. 

Shocking photos show cardboard 


bowls holding festering human 
waste, including urine, piled up in 
the women’s loo in ward 22 of Luton 
& Dunstable Hospital (pictured 
below right). 

MARCH 

POLICE investigated the 
circumstances surrounding the 
death of an elderly woman who 
lived at Luton Borough Council- 
owned The Laurels Residential 
Home, in Ely Close, Leagrave. 

Worried Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital staff contacted the police 
after having ‘concerns about the 
deteriorated condition’ of the 
patient, who died at the L&D on 
February 23. 

PARENTS spoke of their roller¬ 
coaster of emotions while their son 
battled to live after being born six 
weeks prematurely. 

Baby Rishi Sakka weighed 4lbs and 
was just 19 centimetres long when 
he was born. 

TV and radio personality Stephen 
Rhodes quit the BBC to stand as an 
independent candidate in Luton 
South. 

He went head-to-head with 
another media darling, Esther 
Rantzen, and ten others in a bid to 
take the seat off Labour MP 
Margaret Moran. 

DISGRACED Margaret Moran was 
suspended from the Labour Party 
after a TV sting caught MPs offering to 
lobby Parliament in return for cash. 

Ms Moran, 54, was secredy filmed 
by undercover investigative 
reporters from Channel 4’s 
Dispatches team (pictured left). 



APRIL 

BUDGET airline easyjet stepped up 
its campaign against Luton 
Borough Council regarding 
‘ever-increasing’ passenger charges 
at Luton Airport. 


The budget airline slammed the 
concession fee and said it was a ‘tax 
on jobs’ and made the airport 
uncompetitive. 

The no-frills carrier also 
estimated it lost £40 million in 
business because of the volcanic 
ash cloud chaos. 

THE FAMILY who kept who kept 
Michael Gilbert, 26, as their slave 
then killed him, cut up his body and 
dumped it in Arlesey’s Blue Lagoon 
beauty spot were jailed for a 
combined 93 years. 

Six people were sentenced at 
Luton Crown Court after the jury 
took six days to return verdicts. 

They had tortured Mr Gilbert at a 
house in Marlborough Road, Luton, 
and took his benefit money. 
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MAY 

THERE were disgraceful scenes when 
York City players ran for their lives 
after being targeted by angry Luton 
Town fans. In a sorry episode which 
brought shame to the club and the 
town, Hatters supporters hurled 
missiles at the opposition footballers 
immediately after the Blue Square 
Premier play-off semi-final defeat to 
the Minstermen at Kenilworth Road. 

LUTON South constituents finally 
had an MP to speak up for them in 
Parliament when 28-year-old 
candidate Gavin Shuker held on to 
the closely-contested seat in the 
General Election for Labour. Luton 
North Labour colleague Kelvin 
Hopkins was re-elected. 

WE revealed how a woman facing 
trial in Pakistan for the horrific 
murder of her husband was living 
in Luton and receiving more than 
£1,300 a month in benefits. 

Bushra Ferozdin Butt, 35, had spent 
ten months in custody charged with 
the murder of Amjad Hussain, 36, in 


July 2008. She was bailed in the 
summer of2009 and shortly 
afterwards left Pakistan before the 
case came to trial, returning to 
Bury Park where she had lived as 
a UK resident for nine years. 

JUNE 

A FATHER who caused nine breaks 
in his baby twins’ bones was jailed 
for 18 months. The 30-year-old who 
could not be named for legal reasons 
pulled or twisted the limbs of the 
19-day-old boys. 

ONE of the Cumbria massacre 
victims was revealed as being 
23-year-old Jamie Clark, a former 
Edlesborough resident and 
Dunstable College student. 

WE reported how two young men 
were jailed for life after being 
convicted of the shooting of Richard 
Long, 22, who was lured to Lewsey 
Farm to complete a drugs deal. 

Simeon Johnson, aged 18, and a 
19-year-old man, who for legal reasons 
can only be known as ‘M’, were 
convicted at Luton Crown Court. 

ESTHER Rantzen spent more than 
£24,500 on her failed bid to become 
Luton South’s MP, we revealed. 

But even that was not enough to 
get back the Independent candidate 
her £500 deposit. 

JULY 

A TEN-YEAR-OLD was one of 49 
under-18s who held gun licences in 
the county, according to figures 
released by Bedfordshire Police under 
the Freedom of Information Act. 

INNOCENT Nathan Williams, of 


Thricknells Close, Luton, spent 
11 weeks behind bars accused of 
kidnapping his own three-year-old 
son - but was then released when 
the charges were dropped. 

FORTY people were rescued from 
a blaze in a high-rise block of flats 
in Acworth Court, in Acworth 
Crescent, Luton just hours after 
they were told their lives could be 
at risk. 

VICTORY for Luton in a bid for city 
status could bring a huge cash 
windfall to the area, Town Hall 
chiefs said. They claimed billions 
of pounds could pour into Luton if 
it won its fight to become a city at 
the third attempt. 

AUGUST 

A DOCTOR who failed to spot a 
patient’s cervical cancer eight times 
was told his conduct fell ‘seriously 
short of the standards expected’. 
Ex-Luton on Sunday sales worker 
Nikki Sams, 26, died in August 2007 
after the cancer spread to her lungs, 
spine and neck despite repeated 
complaints of irregular bleeding 
and abdominal pain. 

IN the relaunched edition of Luton 
on Sunday , we reported how staff 
at Luton Borough Council took 
more days off sick than any other 
council in the country. 

The 3,218 Town Hall employees 
were off for an average of 13.38 
working days each last year, 
meaning a total of 43,056.84 days 
were lost to illness - or the 
equivalent of 170 years in working 
days. The cost is around £2.6 
million in staff wages. 



IT took nearly six years to publish 
a damning NHS-commissioned 
report criticising Bedfordshire and 
Luton Mental Health Partnership 
Trust which failed to deal with a 
man who brutally murdered a 
three-year-old. 

Nicholas Hailing, of Southwood 
Road, Dunstable, was found guilty 
of killing his girlfriend’s son, Deraye 
Lewis, on December 31, 2004, at 
her house in Bletchley, 
Buckinghamshire. 

TAXPAYERS footed the bill of 
around £200,000 in pay and perks 
for the county’s top fire officer, 
Paul Fuller, in 2009. The sum was 
revealed after we examined the 
latest 2009/10 statement of 
accounts for Bedfordshire and 
Luton Combined Fire Authority. 
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SEPTEMBER 

A PAEDOPHILE was jailed for 
five years for sexually abusing 
a young girl. 

GlynWebley, 56, of French’s Gate, 
Dunstable, was found guilty of 
a total of six charges of indecent 
assault, sexual touching and 
committing an act of gross 
indecency on a child following 
a two-week trial. 

A PENSIONER was crushed to death 
by a 26 tonne lorry on a zebra 
crossing at Luton Airport which 
‘did not conform to regulations’. 

Mary Whiting, 78, had just 
returned from a family holiday when 
she ‘disappeared straight under the 
front of the lorry’, a court heard. 

ONE in three child sex offenders in 
Bedfordshire last year were aged 
between ten and 17, we revealed. 

Luton on Sunday uncovered the 
shocking statistic that 16 of the 48 
who committed sexual offences 
against children were under the 
age of 18. 



OCTOBER 

A NEW deputy chief fire officer had 
his own sports car bought off him 
by the fire brigade for £24,000 and 
was then given it back to use as a 
‘company car. 

When £lll,000-a-year Glen Ranger 
switched brigades from 
Warwickshire in June, Bedfordshire 
bought the BMW 325D Sports Auto, 
which he owned personally, so he 
could use it as an operational 
vehicle. 

A COMMUNITY project contract 
worth more than £800,000 was 
awarded to an organisation by a 
Government minister despite it 
being in liquidation. 

Liberal Democrat Minister 
Andrew Stunell overturned the 
current Government’s decision to 
refuse the £839,000 sought for the 
Organisation Workshop by project 
Marsh Farm Outreach CIC (MFO) 
after campaigners from the project 
protested to him personally. 

SHAMED former Labour MP 
Margaret Moran was reported as 
being investigated by police for her 
controversial expenses claims. 

It is understood the Metropolitan 
Police suspected former Luton 
South MP Ms Moran of submitting 
claims for work which was not 
conducted at the house designated 
as her second home for parliamen¬ 
tary purposes. 

A DISABLED 75-year-old who faced 
an allegation of sexual assault by a 
carer, which was later withdrawn, 
was angered by a lack of an 
apology.

Flood grant flows in for 
council from Whitehall 


CENTRAL Bedfordshire 
Council will receive more 
than £300,000 from the 
Government over the next 
two years to prepare for 
floods. 

The authority is set to 
receive the sum so it can pro¬ 
tect and support the commu¬ 
nity when managing flood 
risk. The grant will fully cover 
the costs of putting into place 
and carrying out new respon¬ 
sibilities under the Flood and 
Water Management Act 2010, 
such as flood mapping and 
producing risk management 
plans. 

Funds across the East of 
England have been allocated 
to councils based on the indi¬ 
vidual risk that each local 
authority has. 

In 2011 /12 Central Beds will 
receive £128,700 and in 
2012/13 £194,600. 

Environment Secretary 
Caroline Spelman said: “This 
money will go a long way to 
help local flood authorities 


identify and deal with the risk 
of flooding in their own com¬ 
munities. 

“Each local authority can 
decide where the money will 
be of most use - it could be 
used to pay members of staff, 
to come up with plans for 
dealing with surface water 
flooding or working with the 
public on how best to deal 
with flooding.” 

Funding is allocated to Lead 
Local Flood Authorities 
(LLFAs), which were estab¬ 
lished under the Flood and 
Water Management Act 2010 
and are responsible for flood 
risk management, including 
surface water. 

The money is allocated as 
Area Based Grant to each 
local authority, which will 
have complete flexibility to 
spend the extra funding as 
they see fit. 

Amounts are allocated 
according to the risk each 
LLFA is expected to need to 
manage.

Submissive control comes from the use 
of multi-pressure double-reined Pelham 
bits, which subject the horse to consider¬ 
able pain in the mouth and on the head, 
should the horse try to resist. 

And spurs, forcibly applied, intimidate 
the horse into capitulation. 

Such brutal methods have been used 
for centuries on war horses. Today, hors¬ 
es remain as tools for crowd control by 
the police. 

It is time for this animal abuse to stop 
and for horses no longer to be used in 
what is essentially a dispute between two 
groups of people.

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There is a scary 
year to come 
for our politicians 


I READ across many newspapers 
and BBC websites that the ‘Lib 
Dem discontent does not mean the 
coalition is doomed.’ 

They may well be right, although 
personally I never thought it would 
last five years and still don’t. 

The trouble is all these 
commentators are missing the point, 
or points. Let us return to the 
beginning... 

This year began with Labour in 
trouble and deservedly so. Poor 
policies, poor leader, poor PR and a 
feeling they have just been around too 
long. In comparison the Conservatives 
looked fresh and full of ideas. 

They were pretty vague but, for 
many, looked a better bet than sad 
old, no longer new, Labour. But they 
did not quite convince and to some 
still looked that they were of the posh, 
for the posh, by the posh. 

The Lib Dems got an unexpected 
boost on the TV debates and suddenly 
it looked a three horse race. Sure 
enough there was no outright winner 
and horse trading took place with the 
Lib Dems, who from the outset 
seemed more concerned about 
ministerial seats than policies. 

And so the ConDem coalition was 
formed. 

I think it right that Labour should not 
have been part of Government but felt 
at the time the Conservatives would 
be better off governing alone with 
critical support from the Lib Dems. 

That did not happen, perhaps 
because the lure of Government was 
too great for the Lib Dems. 

What it did not give us is the 
‘grown-up politics’ that coalition 
Government was supposed to bring. 

In fact not much has gone right and 
it looks a very bad advertisement for 


shared power. The electorate and 
their wishes seem to have been 
completely ignored as manifesto 
promises quite literally became not 
worth the paper they were written on. 

Labour elected a new leader who, 
although neither quite pretty enough 
or right-wing enough for the 
Establishment, seems to have 
a touch of integrity about him. 

Meanwhile the coalition started to 
implement a string of policies that 
had Lib Dems running for cover. 

Their popularity has slumped form 
26 per cent to nine per cent, they 
appear to dislike their new partners 
and must be asking themselves who 
will believe them next time they stand 
for election. 

They started with three stars: David 
Laws, a man with a brain the size of a 
planet disappeared quickly after using 
his expenses to help fund his lover. 
Vince Cable has been made to look 
rather foolish and will surely now 
slowly fade and wane. 

The third, deputy Nick Clegg 
himself, must be grateful Spitting 
Image is not planning to make a 
comeback, or he would find himself in 
Cameron’s pocket. 


So this year, which seemed so 
bright for the Tories and Lib Dems, 
is looking a lot more shaky at the 
end. And 2011 looks even more 
scary. Many more policies, which are 
cuts dressed up as the Big Society, 
will be hitting the electorate. 

There are local government 
elections in May, where the Lib 
Dems must fear a backlash, and 
there is the referendum on 
Alternative Voting. 

On that let us be clear: Alternative 
Voting is not PR but simply majority 
voting where the winner has to 
actually get a majority of votes cast. 

It will, I accept, be read as a pointer 
on whether the electorate favour 
changes in the voting system and 
therefore lean towards PR. 

The real lesson may be, that after 
the experience of coalition 
government in 2010, the last thing 
people will want is an electoral 
system that will make it more likely 
to happen in the future. 

So the behaviour and decisions of 
the Lib Dems may have helped to 
kill off their one great Holy Grail - 
proportional Representation. As 
well as themselves into the bargain.

Claude Gnakpa, who saw a first half 
effort ruled out by the linesman, then put 
the icing on the cake mid-way through 
the second half with a low drive past Joe 
Day, who started in the Diamonds net for 
the first game since the death of Rushden 
goalkeeper Dale Roberts last month. 

Barnes-Homer’s goals came at crucial 
moments in the match, with his first com¬ 
ing just before the break and his second 
just after a promising spell for Diamonds 
which saw an Alan Power effort whistle 
over Mark Tyler’s crossbar. 

It was just a relief to be back in action 
after a festive period full of postpone¬ 
ments and abandonments which includ¬ 
ed Boxing Day’s reverse fixture at Nene 
Park being called off due to the inclement 
weather conditions. 

And both sides seemed up for the con¬ 
test with Luton looking the better side in 
the opening five minutes, but it was 
Rushden that had the first attempt on 
goal as Power fired a fierce shot from just 
outside the box which drew an athletic, 
diving save from Tyler to prevent the mid¬ 
fielder from putting Diamonds ahead. 

Danny Crow then had a fantastic oppor¬ 
tunity to put the Hatters ahead as Amari 
Morgan-Smith sent the striker one-on- 
one with Day, but the Rushden stopper 
guessed the right way to keep the score 
goalless. 

Moments later, Luton had the ball in the 
net when Jake Howells weaved his way 
through the Diamonds defence with a 
zig-zag run and laid the ball into the path 
of Gnakpa. The Frenchman finished with 
an exquisite curling effort but the lines¬ 
man’s flag was raised and the celebrations 
were cut short. 

A chance then fell to Barnes-Homer 
after a neat little pass by Howells set the 
striker up, but he miss-fired and Day eas¬ 
ily gathered.

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Decision to hang up boots 
was right one for Nicholls 

KEVIN Nicholls turns 32 difficult transition from 


today. It is an age where he 
could easily still be playing 
professional football, but the 
former Luton Town 
midfielder took the decision 
to retire in the summer after 
suffering with a long term 
knee injury. 

Nicholls is now at 
Conference opponents 
Rushden & Diamonds as 
first team coach and he 
returned to Kenilworth Road 
for the first time yesterday 
since departing the Hatters 
to witness his old club run 
out 3-0 winners. 

Two separate spells with 
Luton saw him rack up 238 
appearances in all 
competitions, as well as 
captaining the side to two 
promotions and victory in 
the 2009 Football League 
Trophy final. 

“Sometimes I want to get 
on the pitch, but I’ve got to 
behave myself,” Nicholls said. 
“I miss playing massively, but 
it started to pan out that I 
wasn’t going to be how I 
made my name, so it was the 
right thing to do.” 

After eventually having 
surgery on his troublesome 
knee in March, Nicholls was 
expected to be sidelined for 
up to eight months. Faced 
with a difficult decision, he 
opted to retire from playing 
after being voluntarily 
released from his Luton 
contract. 

A conversation with Justin 
Edinburgh saw him given 
the chance to coach at 
Rushden, and Nicholls 
admits that it has not been a 


playing to coaching. 

“I think it’s because I made 
the decision of retiring and it 
wasn’t anyone else like a 
surgeon or a manager,” he 
said. “That’s why I think I 
have dealt with it a lot better 
than some players when 
they leave the game. 

“It’s taken out of their 
hands and they find it a lot 
harder to deal with. I’ve dealt 
with it a lot easier than I 
thought I would because I 
made the decision.” 

Although there is no doubt 
that he would rather be out 
on the pitch than on the 
touchline, Nicholls is enjoying 
his new job and is grateful 
for being given this chance 
to start his coaching career. 

“Thirty-two is an age when 
most players would still be 
playing, but I’ve been given 
an opportunity for my first 
job in football by the 
manager here [Rushden] 
and I owe him a lot for that. 

“There is no better person 
to learn from and gain 
experience than with Paul 
Driver, who has been at 
Rushden a long time and 
come through the youth 
set-up to be assistant 
manager. There’s a good go- 
between between me, the 
players and the manager. 
They can have a chat with 
me and it has worked out 
really well. 

“I think the players are 
enjoying having me here, 
they respect me and they 
know I’ve had a good career, 
but now it’s my turn to help 
them have a good career.”
